WASHINGTON, Dec. 13- (UP) 
—W rangling over the problem of 
financing the new farm program 
virtually blasted the hopes of sen­ 
ate leaders today for an early vote 
on the crop control measure. 
Majority Leader Alben W. B ark­ 
ley, D. Ky., seeking to keep the 
debate squarely on the farm is­ 
sue, faced possible renewal of ex­ 
traneous speeches which caused 
him to despair of legislative prog­ 
ress last week-end. 
The senate appeared divided into 
at least four camps. They included: 
1. The leadership which opposes 
placing a legislative ceiling on the 
amount to be appropriated. B ark­ 
ley said the wording of the house 
farm bill, which provided for "ap­ 
propriations to carry the bill in 
such amounts as congress may de­ 
termine,” was m ost acceptable. 
2. A bi-partisan bloc headed by 
Senator A rthur H. Vandenberg, R. 
Mich., and Senator William 
H. 
King. D. Utah, which seeks by 
amendment to limit the expendi­ 
tures to $500,000,000. 
3. Members of the senate ap­ 
propriations committee, headed by 
Senator Alva B. Adams, D. Colo., 
who seek a definite m andate from 
congress as to the am ount of funds 
to be expended. 
4. A farm bloc, headed by Chair­ 
man Ellison D. Smith, D. S. C., 
which 
contends 
that 
sufficient 
funds to meet the goal prices es­ 
tablished in the bill should he made 
available.

seized a guard captain as hostage and stabbed him to death rather 
than surrender to Gov. Olin D. Johnson, were locked under iron guard 
today while threatening crowds milled about the state penitentiary. 
The prisoners, all long-term convicts, broke into tile office of J. 
Olin Sanders, captain of the prison guard yesterday, and gowed the 
>61 -year old officer with a gun 
which was revealed later to have 
been an imitation of ingenious de­ 
sign. 
The men were also armed 
with 
several 
homemade 
knives 
fashioned 
from scissors 
stolen 
from the prison tailor shop. 
Assistants spread the alarm to 
the governor’s mansion nearby and 
after summoning guardsmen and 
state police he went to the prison 
to take charge. 
With tear and nauseating gas 
ready, prison officers and guards­ 
men stalled the convicts while 
"negotiations” for Sanders’ release 
progressed. The prisoners ordered 
Sanders to issue orders for their 
release, demanding an automobile 
and escort from the penitentiary. 
Sanders refused. 
He was stabbed.

Senate leaders anticipated suf­ 
ficient favorable votes to permit 
the bill to pass as an emergency, 
thereby making the funds immed­ 
iately available after the governor 
signs the measure. 
Three other house-approved re­ 
lief bills also will be acted on by 
the senate, possibly today.

S 
OME of the notions we have had about 
fresh air seem to have been wrong, 
According to the scientists of an American 
firm making heat radiators, the oxygen 
isn’t so important as the temperature and 
moisture in the air. 
The investigators overhauled the fa­ 
mous Blank Hole of Calcutta story with 
surprising results. 
That was the case 
where 12? persons were suffocated during 
an Indian mutiny. Shut into a small room 
one day in Hie hot season, they were all 
dead next morning. 
In an experiment du­ 
plicating the conditions as far as could 
safely be done, the scientists found that 
people could live for a long time on less 
oxygen than was available to those Cal­ 
cutta victims. 
Other experiments verified 
the conclusion that, in emergency, “a mere 
trace of oxygen” will suffice. 
What happened at Calcutta, they say, 
must have been death by fever. Tho close­ 
ly packed bodies in the hot room would 
raise the bodily heat until it was as great 
as the heat of the air, and then bodies 
and air would grow hotter and hotter, until 
a temperature was reached, causing death. 
The moisture of perspiration would make 
it worse. 
If this is true, “fresh-air fiends” may 
be foiled by spreading the facts. 
You 
don't need a blast blowing into a living 
room or bedroom, in winter or summer. 
Just avoid over-heating, and an unpleasant 
sense of stale air. and you’ll probably be 
all 
right. 
Modern 
“air-conditioning” 
seems to work on that principle.

Moffett, first Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministrator, went to the White House with 
Stewart McDonald, present administrator, 
lo chart the course of the housing program, 
the President laid dovyn the rule that he 
wanted mortgages issued at the flat inter­ 
est rate of five per cent. 
This was a most important innovation 
and looked like a real break for the 
home-builder. 
But apparently it was too much of an 
innovation for Moffett and McDonald, for ! 
they 
went back to their offices and 
promptly hoisted the 
rate so that it; 
amounts now in the long run to about 7 1 
per cent. 
This they did through the subtle wizar­ 
dry of adding Va of I percent as a service 
charge by the banks, then another Va of I 
per cent as an insurance charge by the 
FUA. 
These charges do not decrease as the 
loan is paid off. 
Thus if a home-owner 
has borrowed $5,000 and at the end of j 
twenty years has paid off all but $500, he 
still pays service charges and insurance 
not on the $500, but on the $5,000. This 
is the same scheme practiced by install­ 
ment finance companies and brings the 
actual interest rate up.

General Care of Folk Who Have Heart Disease 


CHRISTMAS SEALS 
TUBERCULOSIS is one of the diseases 
* 
which could be practically wiped out 
if the knowledge we now have of its 
causes, diagnosis and treatment were thor­ 
oughly and intelligently applied through­ 
out the country. 
Although this has not 
been done, there has been great progress 
toward the goal. The death rate from tu­ 
berculosis has been reduced 75 per cent 
since 1900. 
Much credit should go to the National 
Association for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis and to the many local 
association and health groups which carry 
on similar work locally. And much of the 
money raised for the work comes from the 
annual sale of Christmas seals, those 
cheerful little stamps which may be had 
singly or in as large quantities as the purse 
can afford. 


EXPENSIVE FUND 
When Jimmy Moffett appeared before 
the Senate Banking and Currency Com­ 
mittee in 1935, there was some objection 
to such practice. 
Ile explained, however, 
that the FUA service charge is paid into 
the “Mutual Mortgage Insurance Funds” 
from which the home-owner would receive 
dividends. 
“Any benefits accrue to the home 
owner,” 
Moffett 
told 
the ^Committee, 
“whether we charge him 1/2 of one Per 
cent or one per cent . . . On a twenty year 
mortgage it ought to pay out in about 17 
years, and the accrual in the insurance 
fund would apply to the reduction of the 
principal.” 
After McDonald succeeded Moffett, he 
i informed the President that FRA was 
doing so well that it would contribute 
1 $5,000,000 toward its administrative bud­ 
get previously voted by Congress, thus 
help the President balance his budget. But 
this $5,000,000 was to be taken out of the 
Mutual Mortgage Insurance Fund, which 
Mr. Moffett previously said was to accrue 
to the benefit of the home-owner. 
Housing officials claim that premium 
receipts have been coming in so bounti- 
i fully that they can still dip into the mutual 
mortgage 
fund 
for 
administrative 
ex- 
i peases and at the same time carry out 
Moffett’s promise of paying off in 17 
rather than 20 years. 
This, however, remains to be seen and 
if FRA continues to be as topheavy as at 
present, it will take a lot of dipping into 
| the mutual mortgage fund to keep it going.

time their condition can be well 
controlled by means of such medi­ 
cines as digitalis, and by supervi­ 
sion of the routine of daily life. 
The question of exercise always 
s a difficult one in heart disease, 
and is decided by the physician as 
an individual problem, so that hard 
and fast rules cannot be laid down. 
In valvular disease with good com­ 
pensation, 
exercise 
Is a 
useful 
method of treatment. The patient 
should be taught to watch and 
measure the dosage of exercises he 
uses, very carefully. 
Even sitting 
in a chair is exercise as compared

with lying flat, because a certain 
percentage of additional work Is re­ 
quired of the heart in the uprigh’ 
position. 
A man with a high blood pres­ 
sure, especially a high diastolic 
blood pressure, In the recumbent 
position is putting a heavy load on 
his heart and this cannot be great­ 
ly increased. 
Guide to Exercise 
The most important guide to ex 
ercise is the functional response of 
the heart. 
This consists in the 
pulse rate before and after exer­ 
cise, breathing, fatigue, discomfort 
or pain in the region of the heart. 
Sometimes under exercise, irregu­ 
larities of the heart will disappear 
and lf this Is the case, it is a good 
indication that more exercise can 
be tolerated. 
If exercise results in 
shortness of breath, this also must 
be analyzed. 
In fact, people who 
are unused to exercise may become 
very breathless, but this is not nec­ 
essarily an indication that they 
should stop. The patient, however, 
who continues to be short of breath 
on exercise, and in whom this 
symptom does not improve, ha^’ 
better give it up. 
Diet has tittle, lf any, Influence 
on heart disease, either as a causa­ 
tive factor or in treatment, al­ 
though there is a targ» body of 
belief to the contrary. The diet of 
a heart patient need not be modi­ 
fied to any extent except (some­ 
times simply to reduce the total 
amount of it.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—(UP) 
—A Forest Service campaign for 
establishment of community for­ 
ests for cities and towns was en­ 
dorsed today by Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Henry A. Wallace. 
F. A. Silcox, chief of the Forest 
Service, 
said 
many cities 
and 
towns “can make good use of tax- 
delinquent, sub-marginal and oth­ 
er cheap lands to develop valuable 
forest properties.” 
Such forests, he said, can often 
more than pay for themselves, pro­ 
vide recreation and serve as work 
reservoirs for city and some ruial 
areas. Wallace described the idea 
as “another step toward rounding 
out the nation’s forestry program.” 
Projects Now Number 1.097 
Already, Silcox said, 1,097 coun­ 
ties and towns in 27 states have 
community forests covering an 
area of 2,889,605 acres. These for­ 
ests produce fuel and timber, pro­ 
tect watersheds and provide rec­ 
reation and wildlife refuges. 
The idea is comparatively new 
to this country, Silcox said, but is 
centuries old in Europe, where a 
town without a fotest is an exep- J 
tion. 
Many of these forests, he I 
said, have provided income and I 
employment 
for 
many 
genera­ 
tions. 
Community forests 
have 
been 
increasing in New England, where 
several towns operate them at a 
cash profit, he said. 
Others rave 
taxes by furnishing 
timber 
for 
community repairs, fuel for the 
schools, recreation and watershed 
protection. 
“The practice of forestry makes 
the town forest a good business 
proposition worth investigating by 
every place that is near tax-de­ 
linquent of sub-marginal 
land.” 
Silcox said. 
“Approximately 41,- 
000,000 acres of forest land were 
not paying taxes in 1935. 
“The 
Forest 
Service 
stresses 
particularly the opportunity these 
forests may provide for unskilled 
labor in nurseries, and for plant­ 
ing and forest maintenance. 
The 
use of unskilled labor has yielded 
good returns from timber stand 
improvement and similar forestry 
practices on both public and pi i- N 
vate land. 
Can Absorb Jobless 
“In periods of unemployment, 
towns and communities with for­ 
ests can put men to work and be 
reasonably certain of obtaining i 
returns to cover the cost of labor. 
' “The migration 
of 
population, 
tips and downs in standards of I 
Jiving, and other social problems 
can be minimized with the aid of 
community forests,” 
Silcox said. 
“They are work 
reservoirs near 
the homes of laborers in bad times 
and sources of recreation at all 
times.” 
As new forests 
produce 
reve­ 
nue over a period of years they 
would lose all of the aspects of an 
emergency measure, he said. 
In 
addition to timber anc( fuel as a 
continual crop, the forests may 
produce raw materials for furni­ 
ture, toys, and ather special prod­ 
ucts requiring the employment of 
skilled labor in small communi­ 
ty industries. 
Massachusetts 
and 
Wisconsin 
already have laws which provide 
that state forestry departments 
have general supervision of I mn 
and county forests. 
States that 
have enacted legislation authoriz­ 
ing the acquisition of town and 
county forests include New York, 
New' Jersey, Vermont, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Indiana, Ohio and Minne­ 
sota.
